On  diagnosing  a case  the  Consultant  will  be  responsible  for  arranging  for 
St  Mary's  Hospital  to  be  ready, staffed  and  to  receive  the  patient. 

The  patient  will  be  removed  by  the  County  Council  under  their  Ambulance 
Scheme  made  under  S.27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 1946. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TEE  AREA 


1*  Water  Supply 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  an  impounding  reservoir 
known  as  Cairns  Mound  Reservoir,  and  situated  about  1-g-  niles  north-east  of  the  Town. 
The  supply  can  be  augmented  by  punping  water  into  the  Reservoir  fron  the  Ffynnon 
Gisfaen  Springs  at  Clydach  Valley. 

The  water  is  subject  to  slow  aand  filtration;  three  filter  beds 

are  provided. 

The  capacity  of  the  reservoir  is  19, 295 >000  gallons,  but  in  all 
only  10,651,000  gallons  of  this  is  available  at  present  because  the  water  level 
is  maintained  4 feet  below  top  water  level  as  a safety  precaution  pending  repairs 
being  carried  out.  The  reliable  out-put  of  the  reservoir  is  estimated  about  120,000 
gallons  per  day,  but  for  much  of  the  year  about  500,000  gallons  per  day  can  be 
abstracted. 

Bxynraawr  is  particularly  fortunate  in  being  able  to  supplement  their 
reservoir  water  supply  with  punping  fron  the  Ffynnon  Gisfaen  Springs. 

The  diy  weather  yield  is  550,000  gallons  per  day.  The  60  h.p. 

Sigmund  Electric  Pump  and  Motor  which  the  Council  installed  in  a Punp  House  sited 
over  the  Springs  in  Jtily,  1956,  gives  maxinun  yield  of  12,000  gallons  per  hour, 
punping  against  a head  of  640  ft.  though  a 6 inch  main  delivery  pipe  to  the 
reservoir  or  to  the  Balancing  Tank  as  required.  The  main  leaving  the  reservoir  is 
7 inches  in  dianeter. 

Submersible  punps  installed  by  the  South  Bast  Breconshire  Water 
Board  at  Ffynnon  Gisfaen  and  at  a temporary  pump  house  at  Graigddu  now  deliver 
water  fron  the  Ffynnon  Gisfaen  springs  at  a rate  of  22,000  gallons  per  hour,  the 
signund  pump  being  kept  in  reserve  in  case  of  energaicy. 

On  1st  April,  1959  the  whole  water  undertaking  was  taken  over  by 
the  South  Sast  Breconshire  Water  Supply  Board,  formed  by  four  local  authorities 
viz.  Brecon  Borough,  The  Urban  District  of  Biynnawr,  and  the  Rural  Districts  of 
Brecknock  and  Crickhowell.  Each  local  authority  being  represented  on  the  Board. 

Mr.  K.F.  Lewis,  M.I.C.E. , F.  I.W.E. , is  now  Clerk  and  Engineer  to  the  Board. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Water  Board  new  works  have  been  carried 
out  at  Biynnawr  to  improve  the  supply  to  the  Town.  These  include  the  installation 
of  a new  pump:  at  Ffynnon  Gisfaen  and  Graigddu,  the  construction  of  an  underground 
punping  station  at  Clydach  Street,  the  construction  of  a 600,000  gallon  reservoir 
at  Fitznoy  Street  and  new  mains  and  control  valves.  The  Town  is  now  divided  into 
two  separate  pressure  zones  to  reduce  excessive  pressure  in  the  lower  parts  and 
improve  the  supply  to  the  higher  parts  of  Brynnawr. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  takes  periodical  samples  and  these  are 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Newport  for  biological  examination. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


2.  The  whole  Town,  with  the  exception  of  a few  cottages  situated  in 
isolated  part  of  the  district  is  served  by  public  wewers. 

In  some  of  the  older  parts  of  the  Town,  the  sewers,  are  brick  built  and 
have  been  in  .existence  for  a great  many  years.  The  system  is  combined,  the 
sewers  taking  both  foul  sewage  and  storm  water,  the  Biyn  Farm  Estate,  Old  Biyn 
Farm  Estate  and  the  new  houses  built  in  Aneurin  Crescent  are  on  the  dual  system, 
all  surface  water  being  excluded  from  the  sewage  system. 

The  sewage  is  purified  at  a Sewage  Disposal  Works  owned  by  the  Local 
Authority  and  the  effluent  discharged  into  the  River  Clydach.  These  Works  were 
built  in  1924* 

In  May,  1963*  Council  applied  to  the  Usk  River  Board,  in  accordance 
with  Section  1 of  the  Rivers  (prevention  of  Pollution)  Act,  1961,  for  consent  to 
discharged  to  the  River  Clydach  a D.W.F.  of  340.000  g.p.d.  of  fully  treated 
sewage  effluent  from  the  Biynmawr  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Following  earlier 
discussions  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  November,  1964, 
suggested  to  the  Council  t«  consider  a scheme  to  improve  the  treatment  given  at 
their  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

In  December,  1964 , the  River  Board,  sent  to  the  Council  a draft  of  the 
consult  proposed,  the  principle  conditions  being  the  effluait  should  be  of  a 
Royal/Common  20/30  standard  and  there  should  be  a dilution  of  not  less  than 
8 to  1 in  the  receiving  stream. 

The  maximum  quantity  of  effluent  which  the  River  Board  were  prepared  to 
accept  at  the  existing  effluent  outfall  in  any  weather  was  64,000  g.p.d.,  and 
this  fell  short  of  the  estimated  diy  flow  of  340.000  g.p.d.,  being  treated  at 
the  Works  to  say  nothing  of  the  expected  future  average  in  the  D.W.F.  In  view  of 
this  the  River  Board  suggested  that  x- 

1.  The  provision  of  an  authorised  treatmait  plant  to 
effect  a much  greater  degree  of  purification,  or, 

2.  Discharge  the  effluent  to  a point  further  down 
stream  in  the  river  where  the  flow  would  be  sufficient 
to  provide  adequate  dilution. 

At  about  this  time  the  Council  had  preliminary  discussions  with  the 
Western  Valley  (Mon)  Sewage  Board  about  the  probability  of  diverting  to  the 
latter  trunk  sewer  about  half  of  the  sewage  from  Brynmawr. 

In  April,  1965,  the  Council  engaged  Consulting  Engineers  to  advise  them  on 
the  methods  and  apparatus  at  presait  being  used  for  sewage  treatment  and  disposal 
within  the  Urban  Area. 
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As  a result  : 

Continuous  flow  recording  of  sewage  inflow  to 
the  Works  and  river  flow  are  being  made. 

Investigations  are  still  proceeding  in  the  matter 
of  Trade  Effluents  and  it  is  expected  that  conditions  *n  various 
discharges  will  be  made  at  a future  date. 

The  Northern  Area  -Drainage  Contract  has  now  been 
completed.  This  has  involved  the  duplication  of  Foul  Water  Sewers 
in  many  places  and  a new  Surface  Water  Sewer  has  been  laid.  A 
French  Drain  for  surface  water  laid  behind  Brynawel  has  alleviated 
the  flooding  in  Clydach  Street.

The  Council  operate  a twice  weekly  collection  of  refuse  fron  all 
parts  of  the  Town,  and  a daily  collection  from  the  central  sections  of  the  Town, 
and  disposal  is  by  neans  of  controlled  tipping  designed  to  level  sites  of  disused 
workings  of  outcrop  coal  seans,  which  are  nunberous  in  the  area* 

In  January  1956,  the  Council  commenced  tipping  refuse  on  the  site 
known  as  "The  Patches"  and  this  is  the  only  site  now  used  for  this  purpose. 

Three  Karrier  Tippers  are  employed  full  tine  on  refuse  collection.

The  work  of  rats  and  nice  destruction  has  proceeded  satisfactorily 
and  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act. 


One  naintenance  treatnent  of  the  Town's  sewers  was  conpleted  during 
the  year,  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Rentokil  Ltd.,  Cardiff. 

The  bait  used  was  Fluoroacetanide.  This  is  a nost  potent  fora  of 
bait  and  there  is  a legal  requirement  that  this  has  to  be  certified  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

The  result  of  this  bait  proved  nost  effective  and  considerably  reduced 
the  nunber  of  rat  conplaints.

6.  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Treatment  of  the  Town’s  sewers  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  were  followed  "by  inspection  and  test  baiting  at  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Plant.  Several  minor  infestations  responded  to  treatment 
at  intervals. 

7.  Refuse  Disposal  Tin 

Periodical  inspection  were  made  at  the  Refuse  Tip. 

During  the  year  treatments  for  the  destruction  of  rats  were  success- 
fully completed.  The  tip  was  rather  heavily  infested,  hut  as  a 
result  of  treatment,  the  infestation  was  cleared.  However,  regular 
inspections  were  continued  to  he  made  and  any  infestation  immediately 
treated.
